CORRECTING DEFECTS 


Since good ‘walking can produce a 
splendid feeling of *‘tone’’ and exhilara- 
tion, it is worth while taking some trouble 
to study one’s own’ defects and correct 
them; also to train children to walk 
correctly. 
Begin by standing sideways to a full- 
length mirror in your natural position. 
What do you see? Head held slightly 
forward, shoulders droo forward, 
abdomen rather protruding, back a little 
curved, arms hanging slightly in front. of 
the hips, and, probably, the whole trunk 
tilted ever so slightly forward from the 
hip-line. . 
obair nous of these many faults are 
very marked. But the total effect should 
make you heartily ashamed of yourself! 
Now you cannot recall all the instructions 
for correct carriage at every step you 
take.

HOW YOU SHOULD FEEL 


That, madam. is how you should feel 
when you walk correctly. Victorian young 
ladies were taught to secure this balance 
in walking by exercising with a book 
perched on the crown of the head—a bag 
of dried beans or peas will serve as well 
and this exercise can be good fun for 
children. But regular deep breathing, 
combined with a couple of simple exercises 
to strengthen the abdominal muscles and 
so relieve the strain on back muscles will 
be more beneficial to health all round, 

Deep breathing should be done before 
an open window and in the minimum of 
clothing. You should practice taking deep 
breaths slowly, first pushing out the 
diaphragm—(N.B.—The diaphragm is not 
the abdomen, and if you don’t know 
exactly where it is look up a chart of the 
body and make quite sure of its position) 


flatten out as you fill first the lower then 
the upper portion of the lungs. Expel the 
breath equally slowly. This exercise 
requires patience in the early stages ;“so 
begin by doing it for three minutes the

first week, and each week increase the 
time by one minute till you can do ten 
minutes each morning. 

For the abdominal muscles try these 
exercises :—(a) Lie on the back, and raise 
both legs slowly, with knees straight, till 
they are almost at right anghes with the 
body. Do not raise the base of the spine 
from the floor. Rest, take a deep breath, 
then repeat the exercise. Begin with 
five times, and increase by one each 
week up to ten or more. (b) Lie 
on the back and slowly raise yourself to 
a sitting position without touching the 
floor with your hands or elbows, and 
without raising your heels a hairsbreadth. 
Then lower your body to the floor rest, 
breathe, and repeat—increasing thw 
‘“‘ dose’’ as with the previous exercise, 

If you can do these exercises night and 
morning, so much the better. If not, 
choose morning rather than night. 


A SPECIAL FAULT 


As your carriage becomes gradually more 
erect, your faults in walking will begin 
to disappear. But one spéciml fault io 
which women particularly are prone must 
be guarded against—walk by swinging the 
leg from the hip, not from the knee, Most 
women who live in the country are free 
from this fault. But watch your sisters 
on a town pavement, and see how many 
move with a jerky effect! Yiou will be 
horrified. This ugly and unhealthy gait 
is encouraged, and sometimes caused, by 
wearing heels that are too high or skirts 
that are too tight. 

Fortunately, high heels are beginning to 
go out of fashion, and sandad shoes with 
medium heels are becoming much more 
popular. In this case it is healthy and 
sensible to follow the fashion, And there 
is really no excuse to-day for skirts that 
are tight to the knee; properly arranged 
pleats or slashing give.plenty of fre-- 
dom for a natural: gait as ‘wel! as the 
much desired slim silhouette. 

Incidentally, I have often thought that 
if some ultra-fashionable young women 
could see themselves walking they would 
prefer to go barefoot and graceful rather 
than high-heeled and smart—and ugly! 
I do not mean to condemm all heels but 
the flattest—there is a happy medium, 
as anyone may discover by trying to walk 
for three or four miles at a steady pace 
mn heelless shoes, high-heeled shoes and 
medium heels. 

A good tip for those whose tender feet 
make them self-conscious when walking is 
to sprinkle powdered alum inside the fcet 
of stockings, or to dab the soles of the 
feet with methylated spirits before setting 
out on foot.

All the members of the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment and every deputy who voted in 
favour of the bill have been excommuni- 
cated solemnly by the Orthodox Church; 
and hundreds of thousands of Serbs; whose 
devotion has been of very doubtful quality, 
have rallied to the standard that was 
raised by the dead Patriarch.

“ Sub-Letting”’ 


“ Sub-letting ” is a harmlessly sounding 
word. To most of us it conjures up 4 
picture. of the well-to-do old lady who, 
possessing an enormous house, far too 
large for her personal needs, vouchsales 
to rent a few rooms, or even a flat, to 
some similarly impeccable and well-to-do 
family. Yet this innocuous word has a 
sinister ring in the ears of such people as 
county Medical Officers of Health and 
other social workers, professional and 
amateur. Nobody in Ireland, perhaps. 
has a clearer understanding of the evils- 
implicit in it than Dr. J. A. Harbison, 
Medical Officer of Health for County 
Dublin, who expatiated on the horrors ol 
sub-letting in his annual report for 1934. 
His report for 1936, which has just 
appeared, merely touches on the subject ; 
but we gather that the practice, with its 
tragic consequences, is as prevalent as 
ever. Sub-letting, as practised by our 
 matinetptle old ladies, is rather a pleasant 
device to gain a little money and, perhaps, 
a little company. As practised of necessity 
by the poor, it is a tragedy and a con- 
fession of despair. A family which by 
good. fortuné has been enabled to move 
from its single room in a crowded 
tenement, finds itself the happy lessee of 
anew, or even of a “ re-conditioned,’’ 
house. For a time, perhaps, the impulse 
to live a more decent and spacious life in 
these new quarters is strong, but there 
comes a day when the pinch of necessity 
asserts itself. The rent of the new house 
is larger than that of the old room; the 
family either must earn more money or 
‘must turn sorrowfully from the better life 
to which it has accustomed itself. It does 
not want to leave; it cannot earn more 
money; it has one recourse left—to sub- 
let. What is the result? A house which 
has been built by the Government, or the 
Corporation,, or the County Council, 
expressly to reduce overcrowding, becomes 
another centre of overcrowding. Two 
families—say ten people in all—are. con- 
fined in the space which was designed for 
one family of five members; and the last 
state of those families is at least as bad 
as their. first. A new slum is created out 
of the very quarters which were intended 
to replace the old slums. The remedy is 
two-fold.. In the first place, the sub- 
letting of ‘‘ anti-slum”’ houses must be 
prohibited with the utmost rigour, what- 
ever hardship may be entailed. In the 
second place, the whole slum campaign 
must be reorganised so thoroughly that it 
will be possible to let houses at rents

Still America’s Cup 


The latest challenger for the America’s 
Cup has been defeated with an ease 
unexpected by yachtsmen on either side 
of the ocean. In four consecutive races Mr. 
Harold Vanderbilt's Ranger has “out- 
classed Mr. T. O. M, Sopwith’s Endeavour 
II., and has repeated his successes of 1930 
and 1934.

Winning the fourth race in record- 
breaking time, Ranger, Mr, Harold Van- 
derbilt’s £60,000 defender, retained the 
America’s Cup for the United States 
against the British challenger Endeavour 
Il. here to-day 

The contest is decided in the best of 
seven races, and Ranger scttled the issue 
in great style by winning all the first 
four. Thus Mr. Vanderbilt, who also won 
the last four races in Rainbow against 
indeavour I., has won eight America’s 
Cup races in succession. 

Ranger’s time of 3 hours 7 mins. 49 
secs. was a record for the thirty mile 
triangular course. It beat the old record 
of ó hours 9 mins.: 1 sec. held by En 
deavour I. which was set up in the 1934 
series when owned by Mr. T. 0. M. 
Sopwith, owner of to-day’s challenger. 

The American yacht’s time of 1 hour 17 
min. 50 sec. for the 10 mile windward leg 
was also a record, beating the 1 hour 18 
min. 19 see. of Endeavour I. in the 1934 


series. 


 ENDEAVOUR'S BEST 


Endeavour put up her best performance 
to-day despite a bad start. She lost by 3 
mins. ó7secs, The margin in the first 
race was 17 min., in the second 18 min. 
52 sec., and in the third 4 min. 27 sec. 
lhe British yacht lost 1 min. 15 sec. at 
the start through going’ over the starting 
line too soon—she actually beat the gun 
by 9 secs. She had to gybe round, and by 
the time she had crossed again she was 
200 yards astern. 

Again revealing her superiority to 
windward, Ranger increased her lead to 
half a mile at the first ten-mile mark, 
which she rounded 4 minutes 5 seconds 
ahead of Endeavour, but from then on to 
the finish Endeavour held ber own. 

On the second leg, a ten-mile reach, 
Endeavour was actually faster than 
Ranger, and reduced the latter’s lead by 
about half a minute. ! 

This was the first time in the series 
that Endeavour had got the better of 
Ranger on any leg. She also held her 
own on the long, broad reach home. 

After crossing the line Endeavour went 
alongside Ranger, and the British crew 
lined the rail and gave three cheers for 
the winners, 

The whole spectator fleet, made up of 
hundreds of craft, released a colossal dis- 
cordant concert, which echoed the nation’s 
sentiments for the beaten, but sporting, 
challenger and her crew. 

Mr. Vanderbilt has now successfully 
defended the America’s Cup three times 
with Enterprise, Rainbow and Ranger, 
and has thus equalled the feat of the late 
Captain Charles Barr, who came from 4 
seafaring family in Scotland, and rose to 
be a master yachtsman in the United 
States. ' 


THE RACE IN DETAIL 


A twelve to fifteen miles-an-hour breeze 
was blowing as the Ranger and Endeavour 
got ready for the fourth America’s Cup 
race here to-day. The wind was from the 
south-west quarter. , 

The water was smooth, and there were 
only a few “white caps” as the spectator 
fleet made its way towards the start, aug- 
mented by several United States destroyers 
and a submarine.

Half an hour after the start the yachts 
were pressing on strongly, though En- 
deavour appeared to be sailing more stiffly. 
Five minutes later Endeavour tried to 
escape disturbed wind from Ranger by 
tacking to starboard across Ranger’s stern. 
Vanderbilt immediately followed to cover, 
and Sopwith. went back on the port tack. 
Vanderbilt again followed, retaining a 
slight lead to windward. | 


A TACKING MATCH 


Mr. Sopwith began a tacking match 
similar to the previous races, hoping to 
gain valuable seconds by quicker handling 
of his headsails and ultimately getting the 
wind clear. A quarter of an hour’s tacking 
was enough for Vanderbilt, who was 
satisfied to stand away on the starboard 
tack. Sopwith was eventually well astern 
after an hour's sailing. 

Endeavour’s smart handling of her 
double-clewed jib on the tacks was unavail- 
ing, as Ranger was revelling in the con- 
ditions, which were lighter than predicte4, 
and she was again mistress of windward 
work, working out devastatingly fast to the 
buoy. | : 

A mile from the buoy Ranger was more 
than half a mile ahead, but Endeavour 
was now getting a good slant, and began 
to close up slightly as both raced for the 
mark on the same tack. 

Ranger eventually rounded the mark 
smartly, and immediately took in her 
‘medium quadrilateral jib, and set her 
large and unique double-clewed Genoa, 
which had served so well in the earlier 
races for reaching, with her staysail inside. 


WINDWARD LEG RECORD 


Ranger's time of 1 hour 17 mins, 50 secs. 
was a record for the windward leg of a 
triangular course, beating the 1 hour 18 mins. 
19 secs. set up by Endeavour 1. in 1954. 
When Ranger reached the buoy she was half. 
a-mile ahead of Endeavour, who eventually 
rounded 4 mins, 5 secs. later Both. had 
fetched the mark on the long starboard tack, 
which they had held for at least half-an- 
hour, Endeavour closed the lead slightly 
while Ranger squeezed up to the mark, but 
the latter had her reaching Genoa jib set in 
preparation for the next leg. te

The daylight crossing also gave the crew 
an opportunity of observing the surface 
conditions of the oceah, which may prove 
of great importance on some subsequent 
flight when a forced “‘landing’’ may have 
to be made. ‘Fortunately. this possibility 
is a remote one as the trans-Atlantic fiy- 
ing boats possess a big reserve of power. 

There are eight members of the Clipper’s 
crew :—Captain Gray, First Officer W. 8.. 
de Lima, Second Officer W. M. Marland, 
Engineer Officer J. W. Etchison, Officers 
Roberts and Jarbo, Officer E, W. Smith 
and Stewart W. T. Thaler. 

All the members of the crew went to 
bed at 7.30 last night, and rose early 
this morning for breakfast and a final 
conference. The Clipper had a full load 
of about 2,300 gallons of fuel. This gave 
her a wide margin of safety against head 
winds which it was expected she would 
meet over the ocean. ,

TRAFFIC SIGNALS 
| FOR DUBLIN - 


MINISTER INSISTS ON — 
_ CUSTOMS DUTY 


—— 


The State will collect £63 12s. 10d. 
| Customs duty on Dublin’s first traffic 
control signal, which is shortly to be 
erected at the junction of Merrion square 
and Clare street. 

The fact that the Corporation applied 
to the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce for a free importation of the signals 
is recorded in the monthly report of the 
Acting City Manager, which will be sub- 
mitted to the Corpotation’s meeting next 
Monday night. The Minister, states the 
report, ‘‘ replied stating that he could not 
see his way to accede to this uest.”’ 

The by-laws made by the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health 
under the Road Traffic Act, 1933, include 
a provision whereby a local authority, 
when required by the Minister, is com- 
pelled to erect signals for the control of 
traffic. The Civic Guard authorities have, 
adds the report, on many occasions 
pointed out that the erection of the signals 
at all important traffic junctions would 
liberate from sixty to eighty pointsmen 
for other duties. i 

It was proposed to erect a set oí the 
signals at the junction of Merrion square 
and Clare street as an experiment. The 
cost of supplying. and installing signals 
wil) be 1, hay, the Minister á Poa) 
Government has agreed to the charging 
of £500 of this to the Road Improvement 
Grant. 

The application for the importation, 
free of duty, of the set, was made on the 
following grounds:—The apparatus is not 
manufactured in the Free State, and no 
reply. was received from any Irish firm to 
the advertisement; the erection of the 
signals is an obligation placed on the 
Corporation by Act of Parliament, and 
the general adoption of this system would 
reduce the number of Guards required on 
traffic duty.

N the course of his address last 
night to members of the second 
International Catholic Conference, 
at University College, Dublin, 
Cardinal MacRory made noteworthy 
references to the threat of war and 
the futility of the League of Nations, 
and submitted a suggestion for the 
promotion of peace. 
The occasion was an “ At Home,” 
where the Cardinal, as Patron of the 


| Conference, received the members, 


among whom were many distin- 
guished representatives from over- 


Sea... 

The Cardinal said that he learned that 
the principal subject of the Conference 
was ‘‘ Catholics and the Organisation of 
Peace,” and that their aim was to promote 
as far as they could by this Conference 
| the peace of the worldy and thus help the 
Holy Father, Pius XI., in his endeavour 
to establish the peace of Christ in the 
reign of Christ. To this end the Con- 
ference proposed to create a Catholic 
public opinion in favour of international 
justice and peace, and to establish contact 
Lotus Catholics in different parts of the 
world, and to co-ordinate the knowledge 
and experience of all, so as to be able to 
bring to bear upcn any international 
question the full force of Catholicism in 
various countries of the world. Any con- 
ference or movement having a purpose so 
beneficent. and. noble cried out for 
encouragement and support. Hence he 
felt it his duty, as head of the Catholic 
Church in Ireland, to be present. 


ALL FOR PEACE 


I want to say I am all for peace, added 
the Cardinal. Why cannot the world have 
peace? Who wants war? Certainly not 
the plain people in any country. It is 
bare truth to say that throughout the 


war. They know something, even the most 


ignorant of them, of what war will mean 
if it comes. They know it is no longer the 


guns, horrible and _ pitiable 
is, but it is also a question of 
non-combatants, of the civil population, 
childrcn and women, done to death or 
ruined for life by poison gas rained from 
the air by squadrons of aeroplanes. 

The simplest citizens, he continued, knew 
what war meant and dreaded and loathed 
war, and were altogether in favour of 
efforts for world peace. But, while the 
people hated war, they had Governments 
and statesmen who were preparing for 
war. Governments were arming at the 

resent moment as they had never armed 

fore. What, he asked, was the explana- 
tion of the shocking paradox ? 

“The explanation is, I think, that the 
statesmen in the different countries dis- 
trust and fear one ‘another. Some want 
to hold all they have, however much it is; 
others want to get what they have lost 
or what they think they ought to have. 
There are ambition and greed, envy, 
jealousy and even hatred, and on no side 
is there much thought of justice or the 
Ten Commandments,’’ said the Cardinal. 

They tell us that the piling up of 
munitions is a security for peace. ee 
afraid that it is with nations as with 
men—when they are fuily prepared they 
are very likely to try to assert themselves 
and impose their wills on others. I 
eonsider it is radically wrong to allow a 
half-dozen or a dozen statesmen to declare 
war; to leave that in their hands, how- 
ever able they may be or may seem to be, 
especially when, at the present time, wa 
has such an appalling prospect for even 
the civil population. 


A SUGGESTION 


I consider that there should be some 
procedure agreed upon by the nations 
whereby war would not be possible until 
the voices of the peoples of the countries 
had been heard. Part of the procedure 
should be to put before the different con- 
tending parties independent and impartial 
statements uf the issues at stake, and to 
forbid all Press propaganda—lI feel very 
strongly about this—until the peoples had 
given their votes upon the question. 

I think that something like that is both 
possible and feasible. At any rate, it 
would have the advantage of givihg time 
for thought and time for the cooling down 
of passions. I commend it to you for your 
consideration. I do not think it is impos 
sibler It would not stop war altogether, 
because I consider that the true and full 
remedy for war is to be found in a complete 
change of heart in both rulers and peoples 
—a change on the lines of justice and 
charity, and on the golden rule of doing 
to others as you would have them do unto 
you—the lines marked out in the Sermon 
on the Mount by Him who came to redeem 
and save mankind, and direct our feet in 
the way of peace. 

That, said Cardinal MacRory, was the 


real solution and remedy for the evil of 
war, if it could be adopted. A remedy 
had been sought, as they all knew, through 
the League of Nations, but he thought 
even the warmest supporters of the League 
had been disappointed. He had not been 
disappointed, ause he had never 
expected anything from it. ‘“‘ Unless the 
Lord build the house, they labour in vain 
who build it.” 


ANOTHER LEAGUE 


He understood that many members of 
the League did not accept as Lord and 
Master the Prince of Peace, and it was, 
therefore, never likely to build the edifice 
of world peace. Happily there was another 
League of Nations, another international] 
| body, world-wide in fact and in intention, 
that had a Divine founder. He referred 


by Jesus Christ, the Eternal Son of God, 
made Man. It was an international body 
bound together by the golden bonds “of 
faith a charity. They at ‘that Con- 
ference were children of that Church, met 
from many lands to confer together and 
see what could be done to promote the 
peace of the world by the application of 
Catholic principles, and by the insistence, 
as far as possible, on the teachings of 
Jesus Christ. It was a noble we that 
inspired them, and from his heart he 
prayed that Almighty God might bless 
and guide their deliberations. 

In conclusion Cardinal MacRory said—I 
have no doubt God will bless your efforts, 
because it was He who said: ‘‘ Blessed are 
the Peacemakers."’ He would be de- 
lighted to send a telegram to the Holy 
Father in their name. e fact that they 
were gathered for such a purpose as the 
cause of peace would bring great joy to 
his heart. The man who as Pope took as 
his motto, ' The Peace of Christ is the 
Reign of Christ,” would surely rejoice to

SUGGESTED

A FTER an absence of twenty-seven 
years, Mr. James Larkin, T.D., 
yesterday returned as a delegate to 
the Irish Trade Union Congress, 
which commenced the formal busi- 
ness of its forty-third annual meet- 
ing, in the Town Hall, Dundalk. The 
meeting had not been long in pro- 
gress before it knew that Mr. Larkin 
was there, and throughout the morn- 
ing session his was the dominating 
personality in the hall, Dramatically 
he withdrew at the outset of the 
afternoon session as a pfotest against 
the tables being covered with cloths 
which, he said, had been made in 
Japan. : 

In the morning Mr. Larkin had fought 
for over half an hour to expedite the 
acceptance of the affiliation of his organi- 
sation, the Workers’ Union of Ireland. 
(He was present at the meeting as a dele- 
gate from the Dublin Trades Council.) 
Time after time Mr. Larkin was in conflict 
with the chair. He expressed vigorous 
and original views upon every motion that. 
came before the meeting, and if at times 
the applicability of his remarks was not 
transparently clear, he always was in. 
teresting. The afternoon session seemed 
colourless without him, until all the lead- 
ing lights of the Labour movement joined 
vigorously in a debate on the merits and 
demerits of the ‘‘ managerial system ” in 
local government. ' 

When the meeting was discussing a 
memorandum on unemployment, which 
came up in the consideration of the report 
of the National Executive, Mr. Larkin 
called attention to the cloths with which 
the tables were covered. 


JAPANESE CLOTH 


In this country, he said, they made the 
best linen in the world, and yet they were

He found that it was not the local 
people who were responsible for the 
decoration in the hall; that others were 
responsible and they had made no ex- 
planation. He would withdraw from the 
Congress. 


said that the whole matter arose 
over the rush of the holiday 
week-end. The cloth had been 
ordered in Dublin, and brought down 
there. It was not the responsible officials 
who were to blame, but the rush. 

Mr. Larkin then walked out of the meet- 


ing. 

When the meeting opened Mr. Larkin 
raised the question of the pending affilia- 
tion of the Workers’ Union of Ireland. 
He protested against the delay of the 
National Executive in accepting the 
application. 

Mr. E. Lynch, Secretary, said that Mr. 
Larkin had been intimately associated with 
the Congress in the past, and he should 
know that the executive always made the 
closest inquiries among analogous unions, 
He submitted that the executive was 
entitled to the time necessary to deal 
properly with the application. 

The Chairman, said that the application 
had not been turned down, and it was 
being considered. | 


WAITED SEVEN YEARS “ 


Mr. Lynch said they weuld remember 
the case of one union which had to wait 
seven years before it was affiliated. . 

Mr. Larkin asked were they expected to 
remain seven years in the wilderness. 

Mr. R. Anthony, T.D., suggested that if 
Mr. Larkin had a grievance he should go 
through the orthodox channels. 

After a protracted discussion, in which 
the pending affiliation of the National 
Association of Operative Plasterers also 
was the subject of several speeches, the 
conference decided by 85 votes to 79 to 
proceed to the next business: 

This decision was the sequel] to a stormy 
exchange between the Chairman, Mr. 
Larkin and Mr. Anthony. The Chairman 
had announced that he would take a vote 
on the reference back to the Executive 
Council of the paragraph in the report 
dealing with the pending affiliations. 

Mr. Larkin—I refuse to accept that 
motion. 

Mr. Anthony—Who is the chairman? 

Mr. Larkin— Put my motion ; not yours, 

A Delegate—Tlere is no motion before 
the meeting. 

Mr. Larkin—My motion is that the 
matter be referred back and the meeting 
adjourned so that the executive may bring 
in an emergency resolution. é 

The Chairman—That is not in order. 

Mr. Anthony then moved the next 
business. 


ECONOMIC COMMISSION 


Dealing with a memorandum from tha 
national executive on the subject of uns 
employment and proposals as to how the 
condition of the unemployed might be 
bettered, Mr. William McMullan said 
that they advocated that an economic com- 
mission should be set up. They suggested 
schemes of afforestation, roads improve+ 
ment and widening, drainage schemes, 
public parks and swimming pools, and 
underground garages in congested areas. 
He said that the country’s exportable 
agricultural surplus of which they heard 
never found its way on to the breakfast- 
table of the unemployed worker. Mr. 
McMullan read an extract from an 
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Trish Times leading article on the Be Fira 
tural co-operative conimunity plan, Whith, 
he said, put the matter succinctly. Such 
& community would not be a slave éamb 
as in other countries. ‘Ee 
Mr. Anthony said that both the Irish 
Times and The Times had-.given their 
benediction to the co-operative community 
scheme—as' an experiment. He: referred 
to the failure of the co-operative move 
ment in the Free State, and said that he 
could not see that there was any future 
for the community farm in the. State. 
Knowing the Irish character, he thought 
it would not -be a success. They should 
he said, occasionally drop using the word 
“Christian.” There was too much make- 
believe, too much talk of Christiamty and 
the Pope’s Encyclicals. There was 
damned little Christianity by one worker 
to another in the country. Where was the 
Christianity in their rival trades unions? 
Thay had got into a habit of invoking the 
saints, scholars, and martyrs, and talking 
of those who fought for Ireland, but, as 
the recent elections showed, they could 
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forget them and their relatives. 

The meeting passed the section of the re- 
port dealing with the memorandum on un: 
employment, together with a resolution 
calling the attention of the Governments of 
the Free State and Northern Ireland to the 
position of unemployed workers, and demand- 
ing that suitable work be provided at trade 
union rates of pay, or, alternatively, adequate 
maintenance benefits. 


THE 40-HOUR WEEK 


The conference also passed a resolution 
demanding a 40 hours’ week “in view of the 
continuous introduction of  labour-saving 
machinery, realising that when the present 
false boom in industry has reached saturation 
point unemployment will develop more 
acutely than during the recent slump.” 

Mr. Robert Morrow said that a 40 hours’ 
week would not solve unemployment, but it 
would help towards solution. Trade better- 
ment in Britain and other parts of the world 
was due largely to the fact that society had 
been preparing for something that that 
Congress héped would not take place—war. 

Miss Louie Bennett, who seconded, spoke 
of the social evil of long hours at 
monotonous occupations. 

Mr, John McCabe said that there was a 
41, hours’ week in the Dublin newspaper 
industry, and his union—the Irish Transport 
and General Workers’ Union—had obtained 
a 385 hours’ week, a fortnight’s 
vacation with pay. 

Mr. Seán O'Grady proposed “That” this 
Congress supports the claim of the national! 
teachers to be paid the scale of salaries 
embodied in the 1920 arbitration award.” 
Compulsory Irish, he said, had taken its toll 
of the members of his organisation, as their 
books showed. . He referred to the better 
conditions enjoyed by national teachers in 
the North; to the Northern Government’s 
payment of two-thirds for substitutes, and of 
a lump sum on retirement. There was no 
compulsory Irish movement in the North, 
whereas in the South the onus of the Irish 
revival movement. had been placed on the 
backs of the teachers. 

Mr. M. Coleman referred to the increasing 
cost of living, and asked if the teachers were 
the only section of the community to whom 
that increase did not apply. 

Mr. J. Beattie, M.P., said that the fact that 
teachers’ salaries were higher in the North 
was due to the demands of the working-class 
people, who did not allow it to be a question 
of the teachers only, They made it a ‘working- 
class question. 

Mr, P. T. Daly said that the teachers had 
been taken by them in the Free State as their 
brothers, and there was nothing that could 
be done by that movement that was not done. 
The teachers could not teach subjects they did 
not know themselves. If the teachers dtd 
not know what freedom was, they could not 
make their sons and daughters free men and 
free women. 

Mr. Anthony said that he was opposed to 
the resolution. He asked were the teachers 
trades unionists and what they paid their 
substitutes. 

The motion was passed. 


SCHOOL PLAYGROUNDS 


The meeting passed a resolution calling for 
adequate school accommodation with suitable 
playgrounds simultaneously with the erection 
of new dwellings. i : 

Speaking in support of this motion, Mr. a 
J. Murphy, T.D., Mr. Thomas Johnston 
and Miss Louie Bennett read lists of schools 
in the Free State which were built on grave- 
yards, infested by rats, and generally in a 
state of disrepair. 

Seconding a resolution calling for the rais- 
ing of the school-leaving age and for main- 
tenance allowances to be provided by the State 
where necessary, Mr. T. Frisby said that there 
were 72,000 children getting no education at 
all, and 72,000. others were ready to follow in 
their footsteps. 

Mr. A. E. Lloyd said that if it were neces- 
sary for the wealthy to keep the children at 
school until they were 21 years of age, 1t was 
recessary for workers to give their “children 
the finest educatidn possible. i 

The meeting passed a. resolution calling 
attention to the inconsistency of the Free 
State Government in advocating the 
settlement of disputes between  em- 
ployers and employés by resort to 
the methods of conciliation and arbitration, 
while denying conciliation and arbitraton ma 
chinery to its own immediate employes, and 
directing the National Executive to approach 
the head of the State with a view to the 
implementation of the promise made by him 
to the Civil Service in 1952. 


CIVIL SERVANTS 


Mr, A. Heron, T.D., proposing the motion. 
said that civil servants were denied the righ! 
to strike: they were denied politica] rights. 
trade union rights; they were denied all 
rights so far as influencing their own condi- 
tions of employment were concerned. eit 

Mr. C. J. McLean said that if the civil 
servants put the right foot forward they 
would have all the co-operation they wanted. 
There was no Christianity in the present Go- 
vernment, or they would have allowed the 
civil servants the right to go to Mass. He 
heard someone say that they were not all 
Catholics, but they had their rights as a 
majority. 

Congress instructed the National Executive 
to continue its effort to secure an amend- 
ment of the Unemployment Insurance Acts to 
provide for higher rates of benefits, abolition 
of the waiting period, and payment of benefit 
. for any day lost through unemployment. An. 
other resolution which was adopted demanded 
the amendment of the Unemployment Insur. 
ance Act so as to render it impossible for an 
unemployed person not directly involved in a 
trades dispute to be deprived of the benefits 
of the Act, 

Another resolution called for a conference 
with the object of taking action to secure 
improved conditions for mental hospital 
workers in regard to houts, wages, and 
pension rights. 

While admitting that they had been ex- | 
ceptionally fortunate in some of the appoint- 
ments, Mr. P. T. Daly spoke etrongly against 
the “‘ managerial system ” jin proposing a 
resolution which condemned fhat system and 
its limitation of the rights af elected repre- 
sentatives, as tending in vgn direction of a 
Fascist dictatorship. The resolution called 
for the restoration to the local authorities 
of all the powers to which they were pre- 
viously entitled, 

Mr. Anthony said that he was opposed to 
the resolution as it was worded. The 
managerial system had proved a success. 
It was a fact that the worker got as fair 
a crack of the. whip under the system as 
he did under the old system, when getting 
a job depended upon the number of friends 
he had on the local body. He had been 
opposed to the principle of the managerial 
system, because he felt that it was a studied 
insult to the democratic system, but he had 
since had experience of the democrats in 
action. The system did not tend towards 
Fascist dictatorship.

The dilemma for Dr, Cusack was painful 
and difficult, He was enabled to disentangle: 
himself without injury only at the expense 
vf sacrificing the potential drama in his 
family’s peculiarities, The play really ends 
when the family, saving only Dan and Laelia, 
decides to return to Treland; the third act 
in the Killiney house is only the easy way 
of ending a ay without sensing the drama. 
That Esther’s ‘young man” should follow 
her and make-up their quarrel while glimpsing 
the elder Cusacks*enjoying a first walk on the 
Wicklow hills is worthy of Ethel M, Dell at 
her best. 

The various members of the family are 
excellently studied and presented with con- 
siderable skill. Even the apparent inability 
of the cast to cope with the English accent 
added verisimilitude to the acting, as in Irish 
homes in England some of the children will 
speak with marked English accents, while 
cthers retain their parents’ accents. The 
skill of the author was finely backed by the 
cast, almost every member of which gave an 
unusually good performance. As the mother, 
Miss Ann “Penhallew gave one of those 
sympathetic performances of middle-aged 
women for which she is noted, and Mr. Fred 
Johnson gave a fine interpretation of the 
harrassed medical man whose patriotic dream 
fought with his. scientific interests, Mr. 
Orr Cusack was the most notable of the 
children, his rollicking medical student being 
a perfect study. The other members of the 
family were most competently played by 
Misses Shelah Richards, Ann Clery, Moya 
Devlin and Mr, Brian Carey. A brief appear- 
ance as a butcher’s boy made the name of 
M, Kinsella one to note;

The 
territorial: limits of her «immediate ambi- 
tions are as yet a matter for ¢Onjecture, 
but there is every t that a “large 
slice of Hopei, including Peking, and pos. 
sibly a part or partw of Shantung, wil! 
become a Japanese sphere of influence, pre 
sumably with a Gilbertian facade of 
autonomy. Once more Japan’s contribu. 
tribution to the stabilisation of Eastern 
Asia, a cause which she vociferously 
espouses, turns out to. be ‘an essay 
in the art known as smash and grab. 
What does the overt extension of Japanese 
influence entail] for Japan, adds The 
Times, ‘Tokyo has already embarked on 
fiscal legislation designed to meet in a 
lean year this fresh financial strain, and 
the taxpayer and the conscript are bearing 
new burdens in the cause of Imperialism. 

As Impefrialists the Japanese lack two 
qualities—imagination and the capacity to 
make those whom they conquer trust them. 
This deficiency represents, perhaps, their 
greatest difficulty on the Asiatic main- 
land. Already Peking is being ad- 
ministered by Chinese puppets with 
Japanese advisers, and things may go 
smoothly for a while. But it is not.ro 
long since the Japanese supposed General 
Sung Cheh Yuan to be their complaisant 
tool, nor is it without significance that the 
massacre of Japanese and Koreans at 
Tungchow was carried out by troops 
who formed part of the bogus East Hope 
régime, and were almost certainly im 
Japanese pay. Japan’s real difficulties in 
North China will begin when the cease 
fire is sounded. : 

When that will be no one can say. The 
possibility of a major war has not been 
eliminated. China’s temper is outwardly 
as warlike as Japan’s, and her armies are 
massing near the Hopei border. General 
Chiang Kai Shek has declared that 
negotiations for a peaceful. settlement are 
no longer to. be considered, but the 
Generalissimo, though capable on occasion 


of matching firm words with firm actions, . 


is too good a Chinese—in both the racial 
and the national sense—n«t to let the 
dogs of war see the rabbit of compromise, 
so long as that harmless necessary 
creature is visible at all. Meanwhile the 
world awaits developments with anxiety.

G PEAKING in the House of Repre- 
sentatives fo-day, Mr. Hirota, the 
Foreign Minister, stated that the 
Japanese Government wished t» settle 
the North China incident on the spot, 
and at the same time to effect 
a fundamental readjustment of Sino- 
Japanese relations. : 

He did not believe, he said, that the 
Sino-J apanese impasse could be broken by 
armed force alone, Side by side with the 
military operations in North China, the 
Japanese Government was conducting 
diplomatic negotiations with Nanking with 
the aim of persuading the Chinese Govern- 
ment to reconsider its attitude. 

Anti-Japanese sentiment in China was 
deep-rooted, Mr. Hirota continued, and, 
therefore, 1t would be difficult to eradi- 
cate it. He believed, however, that Sino- 
Japanese rn, pt éis would be possib:e 
if the radical elements, especially the 
Communists in China, were effectively 
controlled. 

The major point in Japan’s requests to 
China, the Foreign Minister concluded, 
was for co-operation in joint defence 
against Communism, and this, he thought, 
was not impossible, 


AMERICAN PILOTS 


Reports that a former American adviser 
to the late Manchurian war lord, Chang 
Tso- Lin, is planning to organise a party 
of 182 Amenican pilots to operate Chinese 
battle ‘planes are attracting widespread 
attention, according to the Domei 
Agency. 

Each man would take with him one or 
two machines, according to the Press 
reports from Los Angeles. 

t is understood, says the Japanese 
agericy, that the Japanese Government is 
contemplating formally drawing the atten- 
tion of the United States Government to 
the unfavourable effect which the re- 
ported plan, if it materialised, would have 
on ithe friendly relations between the 
United States and Japan. 

Mr. Suma,. Counsellor of the Japanese 
Embassy in Washington, called on the 
head of the Far Eastern Affairs Section 
of the State Department and invited his 
attention to the matter, according to a 
Washington telegram. 

A telegram from Japanese sources in 
Shanghai says that a few days ago a 
£1,000,000 order for bombing ‘planes was 

laced with American manufacturers on 

ehalf of the Chinese Government. It is 

further reported from the same sources 
that orders have been placed with 
American. agents for the purchase of all 
shipping offered for sale. 


“TROOPS MASSING 


In the Peiping-Tientsin area, where the 
Japanese forces have secured control, the 
situation is described as returning to 
normal ; but troops of the Chinese Central 
Government are stated here to be steadily 
converging on the Pertping-Tientsin area 
along three railway lines—the Peiping- 
Hankow, Peiping-Suiyuan and Tientsin- 
Pukow Railways. 

The Japanese Air Force to-day again 
bombed Chinese troop trains sonbdidine 
from Kalgan, in the Peiping direction. ' 

In a leading article to-day the Japan 
Advertiser writes: ‘‘ The situation is 


| daily assuming a more dangerous aspect. 


With Nanking unwilling to negotiate, and 
apparently moving its troops northward, 
little hope can be entertained of avoiding 
hostilities—seemingly little short of a 
miracle can now prevent the development 
of a major conflict.’’ 

While admitting that military prepara- 
tions are proceeding on a large scale, 
Chinese officials in Nanking yesterday 
emphasiae that these ominous activities do 
not necessarily mean a decision by China 
to resort to arms.

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THREATENED MILK STRIKE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Press reports have appeared suggest- 
ing that a etrike had been threatened because 
the Milk Board failed to make an order in- 
creasing the price payable for milk. In view 
of the misunderstanding which may arise in 
the public mind from such a statement, it is 
desirable that they understood that it is not 
the function of the Milk Board to make an 
order fixing the prices payable. The Board’s 
function is to make recommendations to the 
Minister, who alone has power to make an 
order. Consequently, no order was made by 
the Milk Board. 

In April last the Milk Board unanimously 
recommended a schedule of prices which pro- 
vided for an increase to come into effect on 
the 1st August. The Minister made an onder 
sanctioning the prices for May, June and 
July, but he did not see his way to sanction 
the increase which the Milk Board recom- 
mended to commence on the Ist August. On 
Friday last a deputation from the Milk Board 
interviewed the Minister and requested him 
to reconsider his decision, and endeavoured 
to prevail on him to make an order giving 
effect to the unanimous recommendation of 
the Milk Board that an increased price be 
paid to the producers as from the Ist 
August. 

It is completely inaccurate to suggest that 
a disagreement arose between the Milk Board 
and the producers. The producers have no 
quarrel whatsoever with the Board, ‘and the 
threatened strike was as a result of the pro- 
ducers’ desire to support the Milk Board in 
having their unanimous recommendation put 
into effect, when the Minister decided not to 
adopt it.—Yours, etc.,
